Guthrie, Okla., June 4.—Under that 
unique provision of the constitution 
that reserved to the people of the 
new state the prerogative of initiat­ 
ing their own legislation doubtless 
will be determined the disposition of 
the only real burning issue left un­ 
settled by the first legislature, the 
sale of the school lands. 
Toda\ s 
proceedings of the school land confer 
ence, the first held under statehood, 
which was called by Governor Hask­ 
ell, resulted in the partial formula­ 
tion of a measure that 13 satisfactory 
to a majority of the 300 lessees pres­ 
ent. 
Tomorrow it will be completed, 
after which petitions will be circulat­ 
ed, asking that the qualified electors 
consent to the measure becoming an 
issue to be voted upon at the Novem­ 
ber election. Five per cent of the 
electors are necessary to a complete 
petition under the constitution. 
The lessees met in

supreme 
court chamber today and were ad­ 
dressed by Governor Haskell, William 
H. Murray, Secretary L. D. Marr of 
the school land commission, Senator 
J. Elmer Thomas of Lawton aud oth­ 
ers.

On last Saturday it was learned 
that the governor had vetoed the bill 
appropriating $1500 to each county 
on the east side of Oklahoma. County 
Supt.

AU teachers who are holding Okla­ 
homa or Federal certificates that are 
still in force, by attending the nor­ 
mal will have them extended for a 
length of time equal the time for 
which the certificate was originally 
issued. 
It is hoped that every teacher in 
the county will take advantage of 
this normal, and enlist at once. The 
w'ork is of a high order.

when an accident 
happens, and the first thing to do is 
to sue the railway company, wrhen 
your boy has got no earthly business 
around the depot. He should be at 
home or at school and when school 
is out find something for him to do. 
There is a city ordinance against 
boys playing around railway depots 
or on their tracks, and it should be 
enforced, and the News expects here 
after when boys are found loitering 
around depots and jumping on trains 
to publish their names, and some 
of you dadys will perhaps be sur­ 
prised w'hen you find out your boy is 
doing such things.

“The result has been satisfactory! 
It has been conclusively shown that 
no harm has followed the sending of 
the patients directly into the open 
air. and conspicuous

The patients are less 
nervous, their sleep is better, and this 
conserves th eir strength: 
they are 
able to take m ore nourishm ent, and 
once past the crisis th eir recovery is 
m ore rapid. 
“It is not claim ed that the open-air 
treatm en t kills bacteria.

even sure th at it shortens the period 
of the disease. 
But it is sure th at it

in aerial navigation. 
The third thing M. Farm an did was 
to predict the speedy inauguration of 
an aeroplane om nibus service between 
Paris and London, a distance of 287 
miles, with the possibility of the ser­ 
vice being extended to all parts of 
Europe and even to New York. 
It is 
simply a question now of determ ining 
how large the aeroplane m ust be to 
fly thousands instead of m erely hun­ 
dreds of miles. 


Wildly im aginative as It may seem 
at the present tim e, the idea of con­ 
structing aeroplanes capable of flying 
from New York to London or Paris 
Is receiving encouragem ent from deep 
thinking scientists and inventors in­ 
terested in aeronautics whose 
opin­ 
ions have weight and who are gener 
ally credited with knowing what they 
are talking about. 
The Farm an aeroplane, which has 
opened a new field for speculation as 
to the future of aeronautics, resem ­ 
bles a huge dragon fly with upper and 
lower sets of wings. 
On the under 
side are four bicycle 
wheels upon 
which the m achine glides along the 
ground until it has gathered sufficient 
im petus to rise from the ground and 
commence its flight. The m otor and 
operator are situated 
between 
the 
two front lateral wings, 
and 
the 
course of the m achine is governed by 
a small aeroplane placed in fro n t The 
m achine is propelled by two revolving 
blades in the rear. 
These act on the 
sam e principle as the screw s of a 
steam ship. 


Feron is the first m an to give prac­ 
tical expression to an idea which ha* 
long possessed students of the aerial 
navigation problem—the idea th at ahi 
minum m ight be substituted for silk 
or other textile as a strong tank for 
the gas. 
Although oxygen gas is used by M r 
Feron as an agent of buoyancy, his 
device is not a dirigible balloon. 
It 
is a flying m achine in as full a sens* 
ot the word as the aeroplanes of the 
W right brothers or of Farm an, bul 
it is made of finest alum inum 
The significance of this departure, 
attended as it has been by success, is 
more apparent to experts in aero­ 
nautics than to the lay mind. 
But the 
Feron filter has one quality which all 
can appreciate—it flies. This has been 
proven by experim ents 
made 
with 
models constructed on varying scales. 
Mr. Feron does not depend entirely 
upon the gas to keep his m achine in 
the air. 
It is intended only to lighten 
the task of the rising screw, which is 
the soul of this flyer. 
The airship la 
composed of two distinct parts, which 
may be described as the upper and 
the lower w oifs. 
In the upper works 
is the cylipdrical alum inum bag, re­ 
sem bling a* huge crown. 
It has a di­ 
am eter of 96 feet. 
It has 32 air tight 
com partm ents.

This method of getting a start, it has 
been suggested, may be improved up­ 
on by following out the idea of Prof.

His plan was to provide a 
launching platform several feet above

feet above the rim of the car.

rising screw has two blades shaped 
like the blades of a steam ship pro­ 
peller. 
Its motion, however, is hori­ 
zontal. 
It pushes the air beneath It 
and m akes the airship mount, where 
the w atership's propeller pushes the 
w ater behind it and m akes the vessel 
go forward.

Europe and even to New York. It is 
simply a question now of determining 
how large the aeroplane must be to 
fly thousands instead of merely hun- 
dreds of miles.

from New York to London or Paris 
Is receiving encouragement from deep 
thinking scientists and Inventors In-

Feron as an agent of buoyancy, hi* 
device Is not a dirigible balloon. II 
s a flying machine in as full a sens* 
of the word as the aeroplanes of ta« 
Wright brothers or of Farman, but 
t Is made of finest aluminum. 
the significance-of this departure, 


attended as It has been by success, Is 
more apparent to experts in aero- 
nautics than to the lay mind. But the 
Feron filter has one quality which al! 
an appreciate—it flies. This has been 
iroven by experiments made 
with 


models constructed on varying scales. 


Mr. Feron does not depend entirely 


upon the gas to keep his machine in 
lie air.

pneumonia and kindred ailments were 
guarded with the most zealoxis care 
lest the least whiff of fresh, cool air 
should strike them or e\reu eater the 
room where the patient was confined. 
And to the common nitnd even to-day 
pneumonia is associated with warm 
rooms protected from every draught. 
wit-h efforts to,keep the temperature 
equable. Hut such methods no longer 
receive the indorsement of the pro- 
fessional men whose business it Is to 
keep pace with the latest develop- 


" merits of. medical and surgical science. 


It is no longer the clos-a room- where 
the pneumonia patient is kept shel- 
tered but in the apartment where the 
greatest amount of fresh air can be 
secured. 
Perhaps the Presbyterian 


hospital of New York lias taken the 
most advanced steps in respect to 
this op«n air treatment for pneumo- 
nia, and .a visit to th&tr roof ward 
would come as a shock and a roveja- 
tton to many who still hold to the old 
method of treatment. 


There on that high, exposed place, 


with only canvas awnings to shelter 
from snow or rain are to be. seen, a 
score or more ot patients on Iron bed- 
steads, their pallid faces upturned to 
the winter sky. their breath frosted by 
tho keen wind, and the falling light of 
the bleak winter day giving an aspect 


ypf otter dreariness to the •windswept 
space. 


"These." said the doctor in attend- 


ance, with a comprehensive sweep of 
arm over the still,-white faces;, "are 


~ our pneumonia patients. AVe have now 


about 46 in all. Here Is where we 
bring them to combat the disease. See 
1 this one—high fever, delirious when 


brought in. now resting comparative- 
ly easy—asleep, as you may see. This , 
«ta,er. a child four years oM—:—here, 
put your arms under the cover—there, 
now, keep still and go to sleep. Afraid 
of the dark? It won't hurt you. Go 
to sleep now. You'll wake up feeling 
all right," 


Yet here were pneumonia patients, 


many ot tender 
years, 
exposed to 


every winter blast that blew; no roof 
overhead, only an awniug that could 
be slid over rods in case of-rain or 
«leet or snow. 
It seemed barbaric. 


The doctor said that it was only revo- 
, luttonary. 


Here Is Ov. William P. NortUrup of 


the visiting staff of the, Presbyterian 
hospital, and it was due to his strong 
faith in this radical idea, and to his 


,.. insistence in the virtues of the open- 


-air 
treatment for all suffering from 


.•pneumonia' and acute infectious dis- 
•eas^sv. such' ae typhiod, scarlet fever, 
"cMptttheda, etc., tfcjU 
this 
open-air 


•ward was established on the root' of 
the hospital. 


"la one sonse it is an experiment," 


Dr. Nqrlhrup said, "and in another it 
Is not. I have employed tho treatment 
Jn private practice ami have been 
more than aatisflcd with the result. 
It is an experiment only in the sense 
that thin is the first time it is being 
tried out in a hospital and on a large 
scale. It was only at the be^i lining 
or this winter that the ward was made 
veody for ttw reception of pneumonia 
jjatienis. 
That is the only type of 


'disease that we are treating in it now, 
' -- "The. result, has been satisfactory. 


It has been conclusively shown that 
no harm has followed the sending af 
the patients directly into tbe open 
air. and conspicuous 
benefits 
have 


been, noted. 
The patients are less 


nervous, their sleep is,better, and this 
conserves their strength: they are 
Able to take more nourishment, and 
one* past the crisis their recovery Is 
more mpltf. 
"It to not claimed that the open-air 


treatment kills bacteria. 
It is not 


even sutw tfeat It shortens the period 
of the disease. But it is sure that it 
enable* the jmtieat ito feear up against 
the poison, helps him throw it oH. ren- 
der* breathing less difficult, induces 
restful sleep. Increases appetite, aids 
.the assimilation of food—In 
short, 


contributes in even* way to his bet- 
terment and harms him in no way at 
•It" 
The establishment of tho open-air 


ward was the, result of-Dr.. i>'$rthrup's 


recommendations and the munificence 
or Mrs. W. K. Vanclerbilt. who bore 
the expenses of tbe undertaking, and 
who has shown much" Interest in the 
experiment, being a frequent visitor to 
the institution. 


What led to the adoption of the 


open-air ward was the successful out- 
come of an experiment which- directly 
preceded, the permanent installation ot 
the ward. 


"A .portion of the root" Dr. North- 


rup explained, "was extemporized into 
a roof garden for the benefit of the 
sick children who were sent to the 
hospital for treatment. A framework 
of iron piping, covered with canvas 
was made to lean-to, around the sides 
of which canvas curtains were ad- 
justed. The arrangement was crude. 
but did good work in summer and 
early fall.. What was pronounced a 
very cozy place for 'a family picnic 
party in September or October was by 
the same persons denominated deso* 
late in November and December. 
However, it was airy, well sunned, and 
endurable. The children 
spent six 


hours a day there all winter, the en- 
tire ward being emptied out upon the 
roof, while their ward below on 
the 


first floor was well 'blown out' through 
the wide-open windows. 


"What kind of cases were sent to 


the roof? All cases. On many days 
every case in the children's ward was 
sent to the roof. Exceptionally, where 
the case was considered unfit for re- 
moval, such as one having* a weak 
beart, or one just recovering from an 
operation, or when an extension appa- 
ratus was attached to the bed, a child 
or two remained in tne -ward. This was 
regrettable, because the ward could 
not then be adequately aired through 
wide-open windows. By all cases 1 
mean pneumonia in all stages, ap- 
pendicitis, meningitis, burns, fractures, 
etc. 


"Most, onlookers have 
wished 
to 


enow details about pneumonia cases 
taken out of doors on the roof. All 
pneumonia cases in the height of 
Cever, while the stimulating effect of 
the pneumotoxin was full on, were 
regularly on the list to go to the roof 
for six hours on pleasant days. *That 
did not mean avoiding winds or cold 
with sunlight, but avoiding rain 
or 


snow. 


"It has been noted by the nurses 
that the children on rainy days, after 
being confined to t!he ward all day, 
becorae restless acd peevish toward 
evening. When returned from a good 
airing on the roof they aro hungry and 
sleepy. At night their sleep Is quiet, 
profound, unbroken. 
t 
"This - 'roof ward' only illustrates 


the greater emphasis now being laid 
by the medical profession, on fresh-air 
treatment." 


POISONING FROM MOTOR GASES. 


Prove in Some Cases Very Harmful 


to Motor Occupants. 


A curious and Interesting fact re- 


garding what may be called "automo 
bile poisoning" has boen' recently com 
munieatrxi to the Paris Society of Le 
gal Medicine by Mr. Marcel Briand. 
as reported to La, Nature. Says th-is 
paper: 


"The waste gases are capable, If the 


journey is a long one, of producing 
real symptoms of; poisoning. Some 
automobtlista 
have actually 
been 


obliged to give up their favorite sport 
because of the gases .which, pener 


t rating In small quantities even to the 
Interior of the vehicle, cause them 
proelstent trouble. 
The waste gases 


not being adapted for contact with our 
bronchial tubes, it Is proper to notify 
the automobile makers that the-;flooTs 
of their machines should-be made at 
tight as possible. In order that pas- 
sengers may be protected from these 
products, which may. at the very least, 
cause distressing headaches."

French 


aeronaut, who made a perfect circle 
in his aeorplane at Paris, thereby 
winning 
the 
Deutsch-Archdeacon 


prize of $10,000. The circle which 
Farman described had a radius of 
one 
kilometer, 
almost five-eighths 


of 
a mile, and 
during 
the 
en- 


tire flight the aeroplane appeared to 
be under perfect control, displaying 
rare equilibrium and making the con- 
tinuous turn on an even keel. 
The 


Deutsch-Archdeacon prize had'been of- 
fered to the aviator, or aeronaut, who 
first succeeded in completing a circu- 
lar kilometer in the air. 


As a second 
accomplishment M. 


Farman demonstrated beyond doubt 
that his aeroplane has solved for all 
time the problem of aeronautics, that 
the heavier-than-alr power kite,' and 
not the gas-bag flying machine, Is the 
airship of the future. 
The flight of 


the Farman aeroplane marks a record 
in aerial navigation. 


The third thing M. Farman did was 


to predict the speedy Inauguration of 
Sn aeroplane' briiril bus service' between 
Paris and London, a distance of 287 
miles, with the possibility of the ser- 
vice being extended to all parts of 
Europe and even to New York. It is 
simply a question now of determining 
how large the aeroplane muat be to 
fly thousands Instead of merely hun- 
dreds of miles. 


Wildly Imaginative as It may seem 


at the present time, the Idea of con- 
structing aeroplanes capable of flying 
from New York *to London or Paris 
Is receiving encouragement from deep 
thinking scientists and inventors In- 
terested in aeronautics whose opin- 
ions have weight and who are gener- 
ally credited with knowing what they 
are talking about. 


The Farman aeroplane, which has 


opened a new field for speculation as 
to the future of aeronautics, resem- 
bles a huge dragon fly with upper and 
lower sets of wings. On the tinder 
side are. four bicycle 
wheels upon 


which the machine glides along the 
ground until it has gathered sufficient 
Impetus to. rise froni the ground and 
commence its flight. The motor and 
operator are situated 
between 
the 


two front lateral wings, 
and 
the 


course of the machine is governed by 
a small aeroplane placed in front.'The 
machine is propelled by two revolving 
blades in the rear. These act on the 
same principle as the screws of. a 
steamship. 
. 


It is Interesting to note that the 


late Prof. Langley Is In reality respon- 
sible for the success of the Farman 
aeroplane. M. Farman 
went ahead 


just where Prof. Langley left off and 
lias embodied in his flying machine 
all the correct principles and theories 
governing the Langley aeroplane. 


Very little can be told at present as 


to the size or capacity of the aero- 
planes for the projected London to 
Paris service, pach aeroplane will 
necessarily bave to be many times 
larger than the machine with which 
M. Farman won the Deutsch-Archdea- 
con prize. 


As stated above, the present type 


of aeroplane starts by gliding along 
the ground until sufficient Impetus baa 
been, gathered to 
give it a lifting 


power. ( Then It gradually rises to he 
guided along in any direction desired 
jy the operator and propelled by the 
motor-driven propeller blades behind. 
This method of getting a start, it has 
been suggested', may be Improved up- 
on by following out the Idea of Prof. 
Langley. His plan was to provide a 
Bunching platform several feet above 
ground to be reached by an Inclined 
jlane. The Langley Idea was to haul 
or propel the aeroplane up the in- 
clined plane at a good speed acd then 
to project It from the platform out In- 
to open space, where the aeroplane 
was to take care ot Itself by •klmminc 


along through the air;. Instead of f»l> 
Ing. 
And while Farman and Dumont 


and other aeronauts of Europe are 
busy working on the problem of air 
navigation, American 
Inventors' are: 


not idle. Mr. Arthur Feron, a New 
Yorft architect. Is the latest experi- 
menter in aeronautics- to command at- 
tention. He claims to have solved the 
problem of aerial flight by means- of 
a. machine that is heavier than air 
yet not a dead weight in> the atmos- 
phere. He has invented an- airship 
circular in the main points 
of its 
structure, which, like a trage pin-wheel 
spins its way from earth to the high- 
er levels. 


Feron is the first man to give prac- 


tical expression to an idea which hat 
long possessed students of the aerial 
navigation problem—the idea that alu- 
minum might be substituted for sift 
or other textile as a strong tank- foe ' 
the gas. 


Although oxygen gas is used by Mr 


Feron as an agent of buoyancy, hi* 
device is not a dirigible balloon. II 
Is a flying machine in as full a sens* 
of the word as the aeroplanes of the 
Wright brothers or of Farman, but 
it Is made of finest aluminum. 


the significance-of tfcla departure, 


attended as It haa been by success. Is 
more apparent to experts in aero- 
nautics than to the lay mind. But the 
Feron filter has one quality which all 
can appreciate—it flies. This has been 
proven by experiments made 
with 


models constructed on varying scales. 


Mr. Feron does not depend entirety 


upon the gas to keep his machine in 
the air. It Is intended only to lighten 
the task of the rising screw, which IB 
the soul of this flyer. The airship in 
composed of two distinct parts, which 
may be described as the upper and 
the 'tower' scoffs. In the upper works 
Is the cylindrical aluminum bag, re- 
sembling a huge crown. It has a di- 
ameter of 96 feet. It has 32 air tight 
compartments. 
From 
the 
cylinder 


hang the cords that hold a car which 
will accommodate three persons be- 
sides the operator. 


The lower works consist of the bas- 


ket or car, ten feet square and flva 
feet deep; the rising screw, the pro- 
pellers and steering gear and motor. 
There are two "decks" to the car. On 
the lower one, or the bottom, rests 
the motor and all machinery for work- 
Ing the rising and propelling screw*. 
The upper deck, for the use of the 
passengers; is fitted on a small scale 
with facilities for comfort. The oper- 
ator's place also is here, with tho 
telescopes, compass,

The • rising screw Is set upon the 


end of an upright shaft which passes 
from 
the 
machine 
compartment 


through the main deck to a point 15 
feet above the rim of the car. The 
rising screw has two blades shaped 
like the blades of a steamship pro- 
peller. Its motion, however, Is hori- 
zontal. It pushes the air beneath it 
and makes the airship mount, where 
the wstersnip's propeller pushes tbe 
water behind It and makes the vessel 
go forward. 


The rising screw blades are each 


20 feet long and when revolving spaa 
a diameter of 40 feet. 


Powerful as the rising screw Is, It 


would not be equal to lifting tbe ship 
from earth and keeping it In the air 
but for the help it receives (ram tbe 
gas-filled cylinder. 
It will be seen 


that the beating of these huge wines, 
always driving tbe air downward, 
must send a gale against the oar and 
the heads ot Its occupants. To protect 
both, there is a screw having the form 
of a parachute. 


The rim of this extends over tbe 


sides of the car, so that the gale from 
above slides off on all sides without 
being felt by the passengers. This 
parachute Is relied upon also In time 
of accident to make the ship sink 
slowly to earth Instead of taking a. 
disastrous drop.

M. Woods, deputy constable of this 
place, stud Joseph Parmenter of Che- 
cotah, were shot. Woods probably will 
die. 
He was shot once through the 


body. Parinenter's wound is not dang- 
erous. The trouble started when Con- 
stable Woods attempted to disarm 
Parmenter. About fifteen shots were 
fired in all. Immediately after the 
shooting J. 
C. Smock 
of 
Bufaula 


started a. subscription list for paying 
for medical attention of both wound- 
ed men. 


A Special train Beady. 


With rifles .ana revolvers the Che- 


cotah men «ame to Eafaula to at- 
tempt to remove the county se&t rec- 
ords by force. The county clerk Is 
said to have furnished them the keys 
to the courthouse and the 'records 
were to he put In sacks and sent to 
Checotah on a special train which. 
was to arrive later. Eufaula clticens 
were firmed to prevent the removal 
because a temporary injunction had 
been granted by the supreme court. 
At the time of the trouble an -e(8- 
cer -was there to serve the,.-''natters 
on the cou-hty officials, but w«3 wait- 
ing until Monday morning to make 
iiis action legal. A special train bear 
ing more Cteotah peojple was waiting 
ready to start for Eufaula, but after 
th,e trouble tli^y did not cbine.
